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Conway Castle was built in 1284 for Edward I. by 
Henry de Elreton, the architect of Carnarvon Castle, and 
is the most magnificent of Welsh fortresses. The Castle 
played a prominent part during the Civil War, after which 
Charles II. granted it to the Earl of Conway, who dis¬ 
mantled it.
